The first settlers slew the Indians or 
were themselves slain; nest the Ameri- 
cans and English conquered the French; 
afterward the Americans turned on the 
English and, with the aid of France, 
ejected them. In 1812 we again fought 
the English to defend the national 
unity and subsequently took California 
from Mexico by the sword. To consoli- 
date a homogeneous empire we Crush- 
ed the social system of the south, and 
lastly we cast forth Spnln. The story 
Is written In blood, nnd common sense 
teaches us that as the pnst bas been, «o 
will be the future. Nature bas decreed 
that animals shall compete for life, or, 
in other words, destroy or be destroyed. 
We can hope for no exemption from 
the common lot.— Brook Adams In At-
